Jackson to Return to Su- 
preme Court, Successor 
to Prosecute Cases 
Other Than Those Now 
Being Heard. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
President Truman issued an order 
today which will enable Supreme 
Court Justice RBbert H. Jackson, 
chief American prosecutor at the 
Nuernberg war crime trials, to re- 
turn to this country and leave to 
others the prosecution of secon- 
dary crimes. 

The order authorizes Jackson to 
proceed against the secondary of- 
fenders before United States mili- 
tary or occupational tribunals and 
empowers him to designate a dep- 
uty chief of counsel, with respon- 
wibility to organize and plan the 
prosecution of charges of atroci- 
ties and war crimes other than 
those now being prosecuted as 
case No. 1 in the International 


Military Tribunal. 
The order also provides that 


when Jackson vacates his war 
trial duties his powers shall be 
vested in a chief of counsel for 
war crimes to be appointed by the 
United States military governor) 
for Germany or by his successor. 

The Supreme Court recently de- 
ferred arguments in three import- 
ant cases until Jackson could re- 
sume his place on the bench. Yes- 
terday in the House, Representa- 
tive O’Hara (Rep.), Minnesota, 
criticized appointment of any Fed- 
eral or Supreme Court judge to a 
post requiring absence from their 
judicial duties. 

Friends of Jackson have indi- 
cated he. wishes to get back to 
the tribunal by March.

He said it was planned to 
hold a second international trial 
to follow the current one for the 
special arraignment of German 
industrial barons together with 
perhaps a number of uppermost 
bigwigs from the six Nazi organi- 
gations indicted as groups.

Three Hospitals, Several 
Hotels, Apartments and 
Restaurants Also Af- 
fected by Short Circuit. 


Electric service to about 30,000 
homes, three hospitals, several 
hotels, apartments and restaurants 
was cut off last night when a 


short circuit burned through a 
13,000-volt copper “bus” bar at the 
Mound street power plant of the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri at 
Mound street and the Mississippi 
river. 

Electric lights, refrigeration, 
elevator service and some heating 
facilities, which are operated elec- 
trically, were disrupted by the 
break in the circuit, which was de- 
scribed by a company spokesman 
as a “huge flash of flame, just 
like a short circuit in a home only 
on a giant scale.” 

The short circuit occurred at 
4:45 p.m. and service was off for 
varying periods ranging from a 
little more than an hour to about 
seven hours. 

Hospitals affected by the break 
were the Firmin Desloge, 1325 
South Grand boulevard; Jewish, 
216 South Kingshighway, and St. 
John’s, 307 South Euclid. 

3 Trapped in Elevator. 

At: Desloge, three persons were 
trapped in an elevator between 
the fifth and sixth floors for an 
hour and a half until elevator re- 
pairmen were able to lower the 
car, 

Some of the patients in the hos- 
pital were forced to wait more 
than an hour for their dinners, 
the Rev. Alphonse M. Schwitalla 
S.J., dean of St. Louis University 
Medical School, disclosed. Lack 
of lights in the kitchen hampered 
the preparation of food and the 
serving of it. He said some path- 
Ological material in electric re- 
frigerators may have been dam- 
aged. 

Service was restored at the hos- 
pital at about 6:57 p.m., he said, 
adding that the Union Electric 
“uses reasonable precautions 
against such breaks and restored 
service with rapidity. It was phe- 
nomenal the way they worked it 
out.’ 

Blackout in Operating Room. 

Surgeons at Jewish Hospital 
were just finishing an operation 
when the lights went out, an of- 
ficer of the hospital said. Instru- 
ments were cleaned and put away 
by lantern light. Although there 
is an emergency lighting system 
in the operating room, it was not 
used. Visitors were prohibited 
from going to the rooms of pa- 
tients, the official said, because 
of the fire hazard present with 
Candles and lanterns placed about 
the -corridors. 

At St. John’s Hospital, as at the 
other institutions, nurses visited 
each patient and explained the 
reason for the blackout. Electric 
service at St. John’s was restored 
about 8 p.m. 

The dining room in the Con- 
gress Hotel was closed shortly 
after the lights went out in that 
building and also in the adjoining 
Senate Apartments, at Union 
boulevard and Pershing avenue. 
A spokesman for the hotel and 
apartment buildings said the lack 
of lights in the kitchen forced the 
closing. 

Residents of the buildings, who 
happened to be out of their rooms

KIMMEL DIDN’T THINK FLEET 
WAS TO DEFEND HAWAII 


Admiral Says He Believed It Was Based at 
Pearl Harbor for Offensive Action if 
There Was War With Japan. 


R. Adm. Husband E. Kimmel said 
today he had never felt that the 
Pacific fleet was based at Pearl 


Harbor to defend Hawaii but was 
there to conduct offensive opera- 
tions in the event of war with 
Japan. 

The 1941 fleet-commander made 
the statement in telling a Senate- 
House inquiry committee about 
the “war warning” he received 
from the Navy Department on 
Nov. 27, 1941, ten days before the 
Japanese struck Pearl Harbor. 
The warning, he said, added little, 
if anything, to previous messages. 

This was no warning of a sur- 
prise attack by the Japanese on 
Pearl Harbor, he contended, ad- 
ding: “This cure-all for every de- 
ficiency that might have accrued 
to Washington in this matter did 
not have that effect on me.” 

When Kimmel said that he had

Kimmel told the committee that 
he had insufficient submarines to 
conduct a patrol in all directions 
from the Hawaiian island of 
Oahu and felt that he could not 
afford to place surface units on 
patrol in an arc to the north and 
west of Pearl Harbor. The Japa- 
nese struck from the north on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

Wants Churchill To Testify. 

Senator Ferguson, (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, proposed that former Prime 
Minister Churchill of Britain be 
asked to appear as a witness be- 
fore the committee. Churchill ar- 
rived in Florida this week on a 
vacation. 

Ferguson said he was not satis- 
fied with the information that had 
been received concerning the At- 
lantic Charter conference. This 
was a meeting of President Roose- 
velt and Churchill at sea in Au- 
gust 1941. 

Ferguson said there had been 
testimony that an agreement was 
reached at the conference that the 
United States and Britain would 
take parallel action and warn Ja- 
pan against further aggression. 

Kimmel told the investigators 
how the Japanese succeeded in 
launching aerial torpedoes in the 
shallow waters of Pearl Harbor, 
a feat which Navy experts in 1941 
considered impossible.

Opposition to the Pauley nomi- 
nation, even for the under secre- 
taryship, is expected because of 
his efforts in Congress to have 
enacted the Sumners- McCarran 
quitclaim legislation, which would 
forever renounce federal rights to 
the oil-laden tidelands areas, Pau- 
ley, former treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, is head 
of the Petrol Oil Corp. of Los 
Angeles, and through it has a 
heavy stake in tidelands oil. 

Pauley had been reported in line 
for the Navy secretaryship for 
several months, but Truman is 
said to have. hesitated to make 
the appointment on discussing the 
matter with close advisers, who 
felt that Pauley’'s oil interests pre- 
cluded him from heading a de- 
partment with control over vast 
naval oil reserves.

His selection as under secretary

De Menthon said that perhaps 
the punishment of hundreds of 
thousands of men who belonged 
to such terror organizations as 
S.S. (elite guard), the 8.D., the 
S.A. and Gestapo “awakens some 
objection” but warned: 

“Without the existence of these 
organizations, without the spirit 
| which animated them, one would 
not succeed in understanding how 
so many atrocities could have been 
perpetrated. The systematic war 
of criminality could not have been 
carried out by Nazi Germany with- 
out these organizations and with- 
out the men who composed them. 

“The major Nazi culprits had 
their orders carried out in divers 
Nazi organizations which we ask 
you to declare criminal in order 
that each of their mgmbers may 
be apprehended and punished.” 

De Menthon told the court that 
death sentences for the leaders 
and verdi¢ets of guilty for the or- 
ganizations “can serve as a foun- 
dation for the moral uplift of the 
German people and the first stage 
in their integration into a com- 
munity of free countries.” 

His accusation ran the gamut of 
‘German crimes. He said of 250,- 
| 000 persons deported from France, 
‘only 35,000 returned. ) 
| “At Oswiecim (Auschwitz) con- 
| centration camp, the most beaut!- 
‘ful women were set apart, arti- 
| ficially fertilized and then gassed,” 
‘he declared. 

Courtroom Crowded. 

One of the biggest crowds since 
the trials opened packed the 
courtroom, The French prosecu- 
tor declared that diplomatic ma- 
|neuvering alone could not assure 
'peace-——that firm justice must be 
|meted out. 

De Menthon said his country 
‘was acting as spokesman for the 
martyred peace-loving peoples of 
‘western Europe— Norway, Den- 
imark, The Netherlands, Belgium 
and Luxembourg. 

“A tortured peoples’ craving for 
justice is the basic foundation of 
France’s call to your high tri- 
bunal,” he said. “This work of 
justice is equally indispensable for 
the future of the German people. 

“These people have been for 
many years intoxicated by Na- 
zism; certain of their eternal and 
deep-seated aspirations under the 
Hitler regime have found mon- 
jstrous expressions; their entire 
‘responsibility is involved not only 
‘by their general acceptance but 
‘by the effective participation of 
‘a great number of them, 
| ‘Re-Education Indispensible. 
| “Their re-education is indispens- 
lable,” De Menthon continued. 
“The efforts which free peoples 
will have made to reintegrate 
‘Germany into the international 
community cannot succeed in the 
end if this re-education is not Car- 
ried out. 

“The initial condemnation of 
Nazi Germany by your high tri- 
bunal will be the first lesson for 
these peoples and will constitute 
the best starting point for the 


re-education which must be its 
great concern during the coming 
years,”

UAW Assails NLRB Man, 
Meanwhile at Washington, Na- 
ional Labor Relations Board of- 

Ticials termed “unfounded” UAW 
objections to the appointment of 
Gerald D. Reilly as trial examiner 
in the union's charges against 
GMC. under the National Labor 
elations Act. NLRB Chairman 
Paul M. Herzog asserted “the 
ray will proceed with Mr. 
eilly presiding.” 

UAW President R. J. Thomas 
charged that Reilly, appointed to 
preside at a Jan. 28 hearing in 
Detroit on union allegations that 
GM.C. has failed to bargain in 
good faith, has since his appoint- 
ment to the NLRB “repeatedly 
deviated from the basic policies 
and principles underlying the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act.” 

Herzog said, “When the board 
designates one of its members. 
who was appointed by President 
Roosevelt, as the trial examiner 
in a case, it does not intend to 
change that designation because 
of such unfounded charges.” 

Thomas had asked or the ap- 
pointment o a new trial examiner 
who would be “without prejudice 
against the CIO.” 

G.M.C., Ford Dispute. 

Tn an exchange between high 
oficers of General Motors and 
Ford, G.M.C. President C. E. Wil- 
son denied a statement by John 
S. Bugas, Ford industrial rela- 
tions director, that Ford’s average 
pay stood 9 cents an hour higher 
than G.M.C.'s. 

Wilson said General Motors, 
whose ‘plants have been closed 
eight weeks in a nation-wide strike, 
paid an average hourly rate of 
$1.20 in September, 1945, to its 
automotive production workers in 
the Detroit area. Bugas’s figures, 
according to Wilson, estimated 
the G.M.C. rate at $1.12 per hour 
compared to $1.21 which he said 
Ford paid. Wilson asserted the 
$1.12 figure included G.M.C. plants 
engaged in non-automotive work. 

Bugas, in a statement explain- 
ing Ford’s offer of a 17% cent 
hourly increase, estimated that in- 
crease would put Ford workers’ 
pay 7 cents an hour over that 
earned by G.M.C. workers, even 
if G.M.C. agreed to the rise rec- 
ommended by the fact-finding 
board. This G.M.C. has refused 
thus far to do. The UAW has 
agreed to the 19% cents increase 
but has set a Jan. 21 deadline for 
acceptance by the company, at 
which time it says it will with- 
draw its agreement to the com- 
promise proposal and revert to 
its original demand for a 30 per 
cent increase.

IVESTOCK SUPPLY 
ONEAST SIDE FAR 
BELOW NORMAL 


Shipments of Cattle, 
Calves and Sheep Only 
25 Pct. of Average, 
Hogs 20 Pct. 


Although independent packing 
plants in the St. Louis area were 
operating today, livestock on hand 
at the National Stockyards re- 
mained far below normal because 
stock raisers apparently were re- 
luctant to send cattle, hogs and 


sheep to market while the nation- 
wide packing house workers’ 
strike against six major packers 
continues, 

The St. Louis Livestock Ex- 
change reported only 1000 cattle, 
1500 hogs, 300 calves and 400 sheep 
at the National Stockyards this 
morning. These quantities are 20 
per cent of normal receipts for 
hogs and 25 per cent of normal 
for cattle, calves and sheep. 

Buying was active and prices 
were good at the stockyards. 
Farmers and stock raisers were 
requested by radio to bring in 
supplies to meet the demand. St. 
Louis buyers were moving live- 
stock from the yards to their 
plants by truck as their haulers 
were not involved in the truck 
drivers’ strike. The Mississippi 
Valley Stockyards, 61 Angelica 
street, had 300 cattle in the pens 
today, which was said to be about 
normal. 

Independent Co. Picketed. 

Both AFL and CIO packing 
house workers began picketing the 
Independent Packing Co., 3815 
Chouteau avenue, shortly before 
noon today. Henry Friese, presi- 
dent of the AFL Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen’s Union, ex- 
plained that the AFL and the CIO 
were represented among the 2000 
plant workers, some of whom also 
bélong to an independent union. 
Friese said the AFL and CIO 
were “taking out after the inde- 
pendent union,” and would allow 
the workers to decide on AFL or 
CIO representation later. 

Several hundred AFL and CIO 
members withdrew from the plant 
and leaders of both factions ap- 
peared on the picket line. CIO 
members among the firm’s em- 
ployes have petitioned the Na- 
tional. Labor Relations Board for 
a representative election, indicat- 
ing that the CIO has at least a 
30 per cent membership in the 
packing house. The drive against 
independent packing house work- 
ers’ unions has been started in 13 
plants throughout the United 
States. 

8 Big Plants Remain Closed. 

Three large East Side packing 
plants, employing about 4600 proc- 
essing workers, remained closed to- 
day as pickets patrolled entrances 
and admitted only maintenance 
and office workers and supervi- 
sors. The Swift and Armour plants 
were closed by the national walk- 
out and the Hunter Packing Co. 
because it failed to join other 
independents on both sides of the 
river in reaching a wage settle- 
ment with the AFL union. 

The 58 other independent pack- 

ers in the area consented to pay 
an increase of 15 cents. an hour, 
or the sum agreed on nationally 
by the packers and the unions. 
The Armour sausage plant in St. 
Louis, with 100 workers, was 
closed by the national strike. 
, The threatened strike in inde- 
pendent packing houses in the St. 
Louis area, averted late Tuesday, 
would have caused a critical meat 
shortage. Retail stocks had 
reached a low level and will not 
be fully replenished until normal 
likestock shipments reach the 
market.

Show - Hungry Young- 
sters Throw Fruit, Veg-

Theater Closed. 


Organized labor ran up against 
a surprise tactic yesterday when 
a group of St. Louis county school 
children, disappointed because a 
neighborhood movie theater was 
prevented from reopening by a 
union picket line, started their 
own picketing and caused the 
strategic withdrawal of a business 
agent and pickets of Theatrical 
Brotherhood (stagehands) Local 
No. 6 from the Gem Theater, 8840 
St. Charles Rock road. 

Four union. pickets took posts 
in front of the theater at 1 p.m. 
after Henry Holloway, the theater 
owner, refused to hire a $55-a- 
week stagehand. Union projection 
machine operators’ refused to 
cross the picket line and Hollo- 
way announced that the Gem, re- 
built following a fire, would post- 
pone its reopening. 

Word that their favorite movie 
house was being picketed spread 
through the ranks at Ritenour 
High School and neighborhood 
grade schools and, when the 
schools let out, boys and girls 
trooped to the theater, Some car- 
ried signs announcing-—"“We Want 
a Show,” “Unfair to Public” and 
“We Want $85 For Nothing Too.” 
The $85 scale is for major movie 
theaters, not small neighborhood 
houses. 

Union Pickets Retire. 

The union pickets retired to 
their automobiles, parked across 
the road. The crowd of shouting 
youngsters was larger last night 
after dinner, and the union men 
stayed in their cars. Fruit and 
vegetables and some rocks were 
thrown in the direction of the 
union automobiles, accompanied 
by catcalls and improvised verses 
directed by juvenile cheer leaders. 
Some youngsters amused them- 
selves by batting at the marquee 
lights with their signs. 

Holloway telephoned for a dep- 
uty sheriff at 7:30 p.m. The union 
men withdrew at the request of 
the deputy, and the demonstrators 
wandered on home shortly after- 
ward. 

Elmer Moran, stagehands’ busi- 
ness agent, who estimated the 
crowd at more than 100 young- 
sters, agreed today that “there 
isn’t much you can do with a 
crowd of lively kids.” Moran said 
the union would keep the theater 
under observation, but that there 
will be no active picketing unless

Union Opens Campaign. 

The picketing of the Gem The- 
ater inaugurated a move to place 
stagehands in about 50 additional 
movie theaters in the city and 
county. The major movie houses 
and some smaller theaters have 
stagehands, but other’ theater 
owners have protested they would 
be forced to close up if required 
to hire a stagehand at wages 
ranging from $55 to $80 for a 
seven-day week. 

Moran said the plan to staff all 
of the 110 theaters in the city and 
county with stagehands 
provide jobs for about 50 war vet- 
erans. Local No. 6 recently ad- 
mitted 15 veterans to full mem- 
bership, and Moran said he hoped 
to find places for other veterans. 
The St. Louis Amusement Co..

STREPTOMYCIN NOT APPROVED 
AS TUBERCULOSIS TREATMENT 


Streptomycin, a wartime devel- 
opment among  fungus-derived 
drugs, offers promise as an aid to 
penicillin in treatment of infec- 
tion, but there is as yet no con- 


clusive evidence that it will be suc- 
cessfully used against tubercu 
losis, Dr. W. Barry Wood, profes 
sor of medicine at the Washington 
University Medical School, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Small amounts of the drug have 
been tried at the local institution 
on two tularemia, or rabbit fever, 
cases, with encouraging results, 
but all experimentation in connec- 
tion with tuberculosis is being con- 
ducted at the Mayo Clinic, Roches- 
ter, Minn., Dr. Wood said. Mayo 
doctors report preliminary success 
In use of streptomycin for tuber- 
culosis, but warned that it cannot 
be substituted for sanitarium care 
and other conventional treament. 

The principal value of the drug 
is in its effectiveness in combat- 
ing bacteria not reached by pen- 
icillin, and the sulfa drugs, Dr. 
Wood asserted. Because of the 
scarcity of the drug, most of the 
research in its use is centered at 
the Mayo Clinic. “Many months 
of additional research will be nec- 
essary before general use of strep- 
tomycin can be recommended,” Dr. 
Wood said,

They say that if they don't find 
a rope strong enough to hang the 
person, they'll shoot him. I be 
lieve that is just a rumor.

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HIGH INTEREST 
RAIES CUT IN NEW 
SMALL LOAN BILL 


Committee Draft, Not 
Fully Disclosed, Opens 
Field to Competition 
Under Control.

JEFFERSN CITY, Jan. 17 — 
The House Committee on the 
Legislative Department, which for 
more than six months has been 


considering the perplexing ques- 
tion of how to make the complex 
money lending laws of Missouri 
conform to the new Constitution, 
has completed drafting of about 
15 bills, but will not introduce 
them in the House until next 
week. 

Chairman Randall R. Kitt said 
the committee had decided not to 
disclose the proposed rates of in- 
terest and the proposed loan 
brackets to which the rates will 
apply,\until after final committee 
action \next week. It is under- 
stood, hawever, that the proposed 
bills call a cut of six per cent 
a year in the two top rates now 
charged by t small loan com- 
panies, 30 and er cent a year. 

Under the bills, it “is reported, 
the top rates that could be col- 
lected from borrowers would be 30 
per cent a year on loans up to 
$100, and 24 per cent a year on 
loans of more than $100 and not 
exceeding $300. The small loans 
companies now exact 36 per cent 
a year interest on loans up to 
$100, and 30 per cent on loans 
-of more than $100 and less than 
$300. 

Open Field in Business. 

Under the new Constitution and 
the proposed bills, however, this 
field of lending would be open to 
any money lender who desired to 
- enter it, subject to the regulations 
to be imposed. Under the existing 
small loan Jaw only the small! loan 
companies may charge the present 
30 to 36 per cent interest rates for 
loans up to $300, in this small bor- 
rower field, 

The loan provisions of the new 
Constitution require that no rate 
of interest or return for loans 
shall be fixed by the Legislature 
for any particular group of money 
lenders. It prescribes that the 
rates to be fixed shall apply gen- 
erally to all lenders, without re- 
gard to the classification or type 
of their business 

Each loan and interest field pro- 
vided in the proposed bills will be 
open to all types of lenders. 

Interest rates, it is understood, 
will start at 6 per cent and range 
up to a top of 30 per cent. 
Interest Scaled to Size of Loans. 

Three loan brackets are being 
considered, it was learned, the 
first up to $100, the second from 
$100 to $300, and the third from 
$300 to $1500, Interest may not 
exceed eight per cent on loans of 
more than $1500. 

Rates to be fixed will be maxi- 
mum and lenders may charge less 
than the maximum. The maxi- 
mums do not mean that a bank 
borrower would have to pay the 
top rates proposed for what here- 
tofore has been the small loan 
company field, it was said, but 
banks or any other lender may 
enter the so-called small loan com- 
pany field. 

Regulatory provisions probably 
will permit most of the lenders to 
maintain the rates of interest 
they have collected heretofore, it 
was said, but they will be subject 
to competition from all lenders. 

Pawnbrokers have been entitled 
to collect two per cent a month 
or 24 per cent a year, credit un- 
ions 12 per cent a year and loan 
and investment companies, with 
various fees and allowances, have 
collected interest varying from 18 
to about 24 per cent a year, ac- 
cording to testimony in committee 
hearings. 

Under Close Supervision, 

Supervision and examination of 
all of the lenders will be placed in 
the hands of the State Finance 
Department, or its successor in 
the pending reorganization of the 
executive departments of the 
State, under the new Constitution. 

The regulatory bills will require 
closer supervisio: and examina- 
tion than that to which some of 
the lenders have been subjected 
heretofore. The bills call for ad- 
vertising of the annual maximum 
interest rate to be collected, instead 
of monthly rates. The lenders will 
be required to file detailed reports 
of operations, expenses, interest 
which they pay on money bor- 
rowed to be loaned to customers, 
and salaries of their employes and 
officials. 

A resolution by Representatives 
Raymond J. Lahey of St. Louis 
and George I’ cr of Bloomfield, 
demanding that the committee in- 
troduce at once the bilis affecting 
the small loan interest rate was 
Gefeated in the House today. 
Fifteen Democrats voted in favor 
of the resolution and 38 Repub- 
licans voted against it. 

The resolution stated that the 
current week ended the fourth 
year of the fight to reduce the 
small loan interest rate, which 
despite investigations, exposures, 
campaigns, public opinion and the 
constitutional election, remained 
at a top level of 36 per cent a 
year, 

The resolution suggested that a 
motto in the House chamber which 
says “the will of the people is the 
supreme law” should be changed 
to read “the will of the money 
lenders is the supreme will” in 
view of the consistent victories of 
the small loan lobby.

The protest of the Natural Set 
Up soccer club against the Raf-

1 has been upheld by the Missouri 
Soccer Commission, it was an- 
nounced today by Chairman Wal- 
ter Giesler. The match will be re- 
Played but neither the time, nor 
place has been determined, Gies- 
ler said. 

Since the second round match, 
in which the Natural-Raftery sur- 
vivor will oppose the Carondelet 
S.M.A.C., is booked for “around 
Feb. 15,” it is apparent that the 
renlay must be completed within 
th. next four weeks. 

The Naturals, through their 
manager, Joe Garcia, based their 
protest on the fact the Rafterys 
had not complied with Rule VII 
of the national challenge cup laws 
which says that each club shall 
forward its prospective opponent 
a full roster of eligible players, at 
least seven days prior to the date 
of the match. The Naturals com- 
plied with the rule but the Raf- 
terys did not. 

Admitting that his protest was 
based on a technicality, Manager 
Garcia, in his personal appear- 
ance before the Commission, in- 
sisted on holding to the letter of 
the law because “the Muny league 
and state commission two months 
ago suspended players of the Nat- 
ural club on the same sort of 
technicality.” He added, “You 
threw the rule book at us with- 
out considering our past good rec- 
ord, so we are henceforth playing 
the game strictly according to the 
rule book.” 

The Raftery management ad- 
mitted it had not complied with 
the rule, but pointed out that no 
club in recent years had observed | 
this particular clause.

Value in Wide Knowledge. 


Dr. Gabrielson of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service made some good 
points when he spoke recently of 
the national wildlife crisis and the 
terms under which we can hope 
to keep some of the _ various 
species extant and atill provide 
some sport. He asked us to be- 
come better sportsmen and that 
is certainly part of the answer. 


But how many of us can look 
over the field of the hunters and 
fishermen we know, including 
ourselves, and believe that asking 
sportsmen voluntarily to cut their 
bag limits is going to save the 
wildlife that is threatened with 
extinction today? Without con- 
demning a single one of us who 
love to hunt and fish, I’m con- 
vinced the answer doesn’t lie in 


that direction, and here are some 
of the reasons why: 


When you ask a man to become 
a better sportsman, you're ask- 
ing a lot.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 
17—Missouri stands to lose about 
$250,000 a year on deposits of state 
funds as a result of the defeat in 
the Senate late yesterday of a 
resolution proposing a _ constitu- 
tional amendment to authorize the 
Legislature to provide for time 
deposits of part of the state funds. 

The resolution was opposed by 
bankers, the banks now having 
approximately $75,000,000 of state 
money on demand deposit, for 
which they pay no interest. 

Senator Roy D. Miller of Co- 
lumbia, chairman of the Senate 
Appropriation Committee, spon- 
sored the resolution, He told the 
Senate that at least $25,000,000 of 
state money was a continuous de- 
posit, for which there was no cur- 
rent demand and that, if this were 
placed in the banks on time de- 
posit, the state could derive about 
$250,000 in interest. The rest of 
the funds, which could be on de- 
mand deposit, could meet all cur- 
rent needs, he said. 

There was no opposition to the 
resolution on the floor, but when 
it came to a vote, bankers in the 
Senate and Senators with political 
connections with heads of bank- 
ing irstitutions having state de- 
posits voted against it. It received 
only 14 favorable votes, four fewer 
than required for adoption, Twelve 
Senators,voted against it.

The United Nations Security 
Council met today and was de- 
clared “duly constituted” to begin 
the task of maintaining peace in 
the world, with force if necessary. 

The 11 members were grouped 
around a horseshoe table. Nearby 
was Nasrullah Entezam, repre- 
senting Iran, whose dispute with 
Russia may furnish the first test 
of the new peace organization's 
effectiveness, Entezam may throw 
the problem into the lap of the 
Council tomorrow. 


J. N. O. Makin of Australia pre- 
sided. Edward R. Stettinius, the 
American member, declared that 
whether the body “succeeds or not 
depends upon the manner in which 
the members of the Security 
Council discharge the special obli- 
gations which they have assumed.” 


“This is the obligation to agree 
so that the Council may be able 
to act, and act effectively,” he 
said. 


The Council, he said, “must see 
that peace is kept in fact.” 

The first session was largely 
concerned with the formalities of 
organization. 


Masaryk told the Assembly that, 
in order to safeguard humanity 
against the “latest scientific in- 
ventions,” the world arms indus- 
try, “together with the latest dev- 
astating inventions, should be put 
under the control of the United 
Nations.” 


Delegates applauded Masaryk 
loudly several times, especially 
when he said he hoped that “not 
one particle of uranium produced 
in Czechoslovakia will ever be 
used for wholesale § destruction 
and annihilation.” Uranium is a 
source of material for atomic en- 
ergy and the atomic bomb.

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Why the Draft Is Needed 


Dismaying news comes from Washington, in 
an Associated Press dispatch that begins: “The 
influential members of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee disclosed they were ready to 
let Selective Service die on May 15.” 

This is dismaying for two reasons: 

(1) It means the Army’s difficulties in keep- 
ing men enough overseas for essential occupa- 
tion and policing duties will become considerably 
aggravated if the draft is discontinued, and the 
supply of replacements from that source, already 
inadequate, is shut off entirely. 

(2) It means that the clamor over demobiliza- 
tion, both at home and abroad, will become even 
more vociferous if the rate of discharges has 
to be reduced because no more men are being 
drafted. 

The necessity for continuing the draft has 
been made clear in recent War Department 
statements, and in the testimony this week by 
Gen. Eisenhower, Chief of Staff. As it is, part 
of the demobilization“squabble has been caused 
by failttre of draft boards to order induction of 
sufficient men. Instead of the 50,000 a month 
expected by the Army, only 37,000 have been 
supplied in the best month since V-J day, Mr. 
Truman says. If the flow of men from the draft 
is stopped entirely, the only recourse will be to 
keep men in service who are entitled to dis- 
charge. 

Also; if the draft stops, the only source of re- 
placements will be from re-enlistments. At the 


present rate, this will not begin to produce. 


enough men. Again, the result will be to delay 
discharges of overseas men entitled to get out. 

The reason proffered bythe “influential mem- 
bers” of the House committee who want the 
draft to die is a fantastic one. To quote the dis- 
patch, “They hope thereby to salvage the 
bogged-down universal training legislation re- 
quested by President Truman.” 

Universal training legislation is no substitute 
for the draft. It was not proposed as such by 
Mr.- Truman; in fact, he stated the distinction 
plainly: : 

Trainees under this proposed legislation 
would not be enrolled in any of the armed 
services. They would be civilians in train- 
ing. They would be no closer to member- 


ship in the armed forces than if they had no 
training. 


Why the House obstructionjsts imagine that 
the chances for universal training would be im- 
proved by killing the draft is unfathomable. 
The youngsters can’t be sent overseas without 
special act of Congress, and that would be 
merely another way. of extending the draft. 
Their training will require a year, and it can’t 
even begin until Congress has passed the bill, 
which may require weeks, or months. The de- 
mand for replacements can’t be stalled off to 
the middle of 1943. 

Neither is it feasible to assume, as these 
House members do, that the trainees would,re- 
duce the need for a large standing Army, and 
so eliminate the need for draft extension. Again, 
there won’t even be any completely trained prod- 
ucts of universal military service for more than 
,a year, and they won’t be in the Army. The 
need for more men is immediate, and the draft 
is the only way to provide them. 

The “influential members” ought to know all 
this. They ought to realize that such a tricky 
and futile expedient as theirs, while it may 
please those at home who deplore the drafting 
of 18-year-olds, will merely incite the soldier 
demonstrators abroad to fresh outcries, and Gen. 
Eisenhower already describes their doings as 
“‘near-hysteria.” Each of these outbreaks re- 
duces American prestige in the former Axis 
countries, and causes our allies to fear our forces 
won't stay to finish the job. 

Extension of the draft is essential if our Gov- 
ernment is to meet its obligations abroad, and 
if our defeated enemies are to be kept defeated. 
It is essential if high-point veterans are to be 
brought home on schedule. Efforts to evade that 
necessity are a sorry exhibition on the part of 
Congressmen who should know better. 
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For a Temporary Clinic 

Veterans are assured now of an accessible out- 
patient clinic in downtown St. Louis, but when 
will they have it? There will be an inevitable 
delay in establishing the clinic in the Federal 
Commerce Trust Building, which has been taken 
over for the Veterans’ Administration in a con- 
demnation suit. Meanwhile, ex-service men in 
need of clinical treatment still will have to make 
a 13-mile journey to the Veterans’ Hospital at 
Jefferson Barracks. 

E. J. Wieland, manager of the regional office 
of the administration, says his organization will 
move into the North Broadway building as soon 
as necessary remodeling can be done. That will 
take time. Moreover, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion will have to allow present tenants of the 
building a period in which to find new quarters. 

The decision to combine facilities of the ad- 
ministration at an accessible site is a good one. 
But it does not meet the immediate requirements 
of veterans for a clinic which they can reach 
with ease. 

The only thing for Mr. Wieland to do, we 
think, is to order establishment of a temporary 
clinic at the veterans’ one-stop Service Center 
in the Civil Courts Building. Such an order 
would give veterans the clinical service they re- 
quire until the permanent clinic co@ld be opened 
in the former bank building. And it would 
make the center a truly one-stop facility for re- 


turning veterans at a time when their need for 


its services is greatest. 
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Great Tidelands “Emergency” 


If Phil Donnelly were Governor of California | 


instead of Missouri, it is a safe bet that the 
bill unanimously passed by the former State’s 
Assembly, appropriating $45,000 to push the 
fight for tidelands oil, which is now raised to 
$100,000 by a Senate committee, would be 
headed straight for a veto. 

The bill carries an emergency clause similar 
to the Missouri legislative formula, describing 
it as “‘an urgency measure necessary for the im- 
mediate preservation of the public peace, health 
and safety.” Gov. Donnelly has vetoed several 
bills of non-emergency nature to which the 
clause had been attached as a'subterfuge, and 
this California bill is assuredly in that category. 

Is the public peace of the Golden State going 
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to be menaced by riots if the Federal Govern- 
ment gets title to the oil lands? Is any Califor- 
nian’s health going to be impaired by such an 
outcome? Will the State’s safety be endan- 
gered? A rousing No is the answer on every 
count, but it might be added that the national 
safety may be endangered if the rich tidelahds 
oil source, vital in any future war, is given into 
private hands for exploitation. 

California hasn’t got a Donnelly who will ap- 
ply a swift veto to the bill, so the fight in be- 
half of the oil companies will be stimulated by 
its taxpayers’ money. 
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To Keep Our Top Soil 


A considerable service to the MVA movement 
is made by Wesley Price, writing in the current 
Saturday Evening Post, when he suggests that 
greater emphasis should be given to soil con- 
servation in plans for the Missouri basin. While 
flood control, power production, navigation and 
irrigation are all factors in any development 
of the valley, perhaps too little attention has 
been given to the fundamental question of pre- 
venting the washing away of topsoil. 

If this should emerge as the major objective 
of an MVA, perhaps a good deal of the contro- 
versy over it would fade away, since no one can 
question the desirability of soil conservation. 
The mud-thick Missouri River dramatizes this 
need every year. Its yellow waters are constant- 
ly carrying the wealth of the valley downstream, 
where it can never be recovered. To permit this 
waste is a national folly that should no longer 
be tolerated. 

Of course, the Murray bill contemplates soll 
conservation among its other aims; it assumes 
that an MVA would duplicate the remarkable 
work of TVA in this field. When TVA began, 
the Tennessee Valley was a sorry picture. For 
many years, it had been a cotton and corn coun- 
try. The soil had been robbed of its richness. 
Slipshod farming methods had permitted ero- 
sion. The forests long ago had been cut down. 
It seemingly was a land beyond redemption. 

Due largely to the efforts and the vision of 
Dr. Harcourt Morgan, one of the three direc- 
tors of TVA, this process was reversed. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of trees were planted to 
anchor the soil. Farmers were encouraged to 
terrace the land and to employ contour plow- 
ing to hold rainwater, instead of permitting it 
to wash the soil away. They were encouraged 
also to plant legumes to add nitrogen to the 
soil, and the fertilizer plant at Muscle Shoals 
turned out vast quantities of phosphate further 
to increase soil fertility. 

The same process can be repeated in the Mis- 
souri Valley. If we do not prevent the wash- 
ing away of topsoil, we court the fate painted 
by Mr. Price: 

Like opulent Babylon, we, too, can vanish 
in the debris of a raddled soil. There are 
ominous signs. Because the rains hurry off 
ill-treated acreage without soaking in, there 
is an alarming drop in the water table. 
Springs and ponds are drying up all over 
the Missouri Valley. Old wells that once 
tapped water close to the surface are being 
deepened, 10 feet in Kansas and Missouri, 
30 feet in some parts of Iowa. Erosion is 
costing farmers at least $400,000,000 in di- 
rect losses every year. 

When TVA was created, the major emphasis 
was placed on the production of power, for 
which the Tennessee and its tributaries are pe- 
culiarly fitted. The different character of the 
Missouri gives weight to Mr. Price’s idea that 
MVA’s No. 1 objective should be the conserva- 
tion of our valley’s soil. 
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That New Nose

Why is the Richmond (Va.) Times-Dispatch, 
ordinarily a newspaper of strong convictions and 
consistent support of them—why {is it;so wishy- 
washy on the subject of President Truman’s re- 
lations toward Missouri? 

Not so long ago, the Times-Dispatch was ask- 
ing: “Has any President revealed so passionate 
an attachment to his native State as President 
Truman obviously has for Missouri? Has any 
President appointed as many citizens of his State 
to high political office in so short a time?” The 
answers the Times-Dispatch obviously expected 
were two loud and resounding “Noes.” 

Now comes the Times-Dispatch, in an edito- 
rial reprinted on this page today, to reverse it- 
self upon a study made by two New York Post 
columnists which shows that, of 68 major ap- 
pointments, only 10 went to Missourians. For 
the further enlightenment of the Times-Dispatch, 
not even all of these 10 men are really Mis- 
sourians. 

John W. Snyder was born in Jonesboro, Ark., 
and, therefore, is not a Missourian, but an Ar- 
kansawyer, which is not only a distinction but 
a difference. Stuart Symington was born in Am- 
herst, Mass., lived thereafter at yarious places 
in the East and spent only sadtiee years in 
St. Louis as head of the Emerson Electric Co, 
When he left, most old-time Missourians still re- 
garded him as a furriner. Chester Davis was 
born in Iowa, lived for a long time in Washing- 
ton and came to St. Louis only in 1941. ‘Gen. 
Bradley is sure-enough Missouri, but he is also 
a citizen of the world. Bennett Clark is sure- 
enough Missouri, too, but lived out of the State 
so long and so remotely from his constituents 
that they forgot to vote for him last fall. 

To mention Harry Vaughan as holder of an 
“important position,” as the Times-Dispatch does, 
is to attribute weight to Vaughan’s job of court 
jester. 

What are we trying to prove? We are trying 
to prove, first, that the Times-Dispatch has stum- 
bled over its own foot, and, second, that when 
you get right down to cases, Mr. Truman has 
hardly appointed anyone from Missouri. 
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It takes a heap o’ lookin’ for a house to make 
it home.

Strong case for trial of General Staff members has been made in evi- 
dence produced at Nuernberg, newspaper says; they began plotting 
war as early as 1919, and “were not behind the Nazis in bestiality 
and blood-lust’; as policy-makers, they are criminally culpable.

Any lingering doubts about the wisdom 
and justice of including German military 
leaders and the German General Staff in 
the list of war criminals being tried by 
the International Military Tribunal at 
Nuernberg should be resolved by the evi- 
dence now available, 

The argument has been advanced that 
Germany's military leaders as a class could 
not be held responsible for the crimes of 
the Nazi regime. In planning war and in 
waging war, it is argued, they were only 
carrying out their professional duties. But 
this contention ignores the vital distinction 
between underlings and policy-makers. 


What Jackson Said 


As Justice Jackson pointed out in his 
opening address to the tribunal on Nov. 21: 
“We recégnize that to plan warfare is the 
business of professional soldiers in every 
country. But it is one thing to plan stra- 
tegic moves in the event war comes, and 
it is another thing to plot and intrigue to 
bring on that war.” 

Evidence now presented to the Nuern- 
berg tribunal shows that the German High 
Command began plottirig the Second World 
War as far back as 1919. And, as Col. Tel- 
ford Taylor stated in his summation of the 
prosecution’s case against the German Gen- 
eral Staff, the latter group “deliberately 
set out to arm Germany to the point where 
the German wil] could be imposed on the 
rest of the world, and... gladly joined 
with the most evil forces at work in Ger- 
many.” Generals Blomberg and Blaskowitz 


admitted:’ “Hitler procured the results 


which all of us warmly desired.” 


In war as in peace, the German General 
Staff did not change its stripes. Evidence 
presented to the Nuernberg tribunal makes 
it clear that Germany’s military leaders 
were not behind the Nazis in bestiality and 
blood-lust. 


Partners in Criminality 


Thus, according to one witness, Gen, 
Erich von dem Bach-Zelewski, Gen. Keitel 
(one of the Nuernberg defendants) ordered 
the Army to use “the most extreme meth- 
ods” in dealing with civilian attacks on the 
armed forces. 

It was this same German General who 
signed the order circulated through the 
whole High Command to liquidate all pris- 
oners taken in Commando raids, even 
though they wore uniforms and were regu- 
lar members of the British and American 
armed forces. 


From beginning to end, as Col. Taylor 
points out, the Generals were partners in 
Hitler’s aggressive designs and his deeds 
of criminality. 


Keitel, Jodl, Doenitz, Raeder are not be- 
ing tried because they were the military 
and naval leaders on the losing side of the 
war. They are being tried because they 
were criminals. And the evidence of their 
criminality and the criminality of those 
who collaborated with them steadily piles 


up.

This, however, is much the 
largest total for any single state. New 
York is second, with six.

It will be noted that this list includes 
a number of those who are in close per- 
sonal touch with the chief executive 
around the White Houge. Consequently, 
they are especially influential in policy- 
making. 

The columnists. show, further, that of 
the 68 key appointees, 32 are from Mid- 
dle Western or border states, 11 from 
the Solid South, 19 from the East and 
six from the Mountain states and the 
Far West. This figures out about as we 
had imagined it would. 

Mr. Roosevelt leaned toward the North- 
east, especially New York, in his appoint- 
ments: Mr. Truman leans toward the Mid- 
west, and especially toward his beloved 
Missouri. Unless and until the Missourians 
chosen by him demonstrate their inca- 
pacity, he ought not to be condemned 
for it. 


Accurate Picture of War 
By a Veteran of Pacitic 


“6000 Miles Towards Tokyo,” by Green Peyton, 
(University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Okla.) 
Here is one of the most accurate and 

interesting of the many war books that 
have crowded bookshelves since 1939. It is 
natural that this should be so, for the au- 
thor knows intimately everything that he 
describes. 

As air-combat information officer aboard 
the CVE Suwanee, Peyton participated in 
most of the amphibious operations from 
Tarawa to Leyte; saw the American Pa- 
cific force swell from small containing units 
into an invincible combination of naval, air 
and ground power, and learned enough 
about naval life to become an authoritative 
spokesman. 

In October, 1943, he boarded the Suwanee 
at San Diego and pushed off for parts un- 
known, as millions of other Americans were 
soon to do. The first stop was Espiritu 
Santo, the large naval base where the com- 
bined forces were preparing their first 
major assault of the Pacific war, the triple- 
pronged thrust against Tarawa, Makin and 
Apamama., 
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A pattern was set up at Tarawa that 
was to serve, with certain modifications, as 
the model for all the amphibious operations 
to come—the “softening up” period with 
strikes against airfields on the objective 
and on neighboring islands; the pre-inva- 
sion bombardment for several days prior 
to D-day; finally, the actual assault, with 
planes and naval gunfire supporting the 
ground troops. 

Peyton writes simply, and conveys clear- 
ly the tightness men‘ feel in the cool grey 
pre-dawn hours of their first D-day. He 
shows the excitement aboard ship when 
general quarters sounds, when a “bogey” 
zooms into sight, when it fights through a 
sky measled with ack-ack to crash into the 
flight deck. He tells, without novelistic 
sentimentality, the emotions men feel when 
their companions die, He gives, in brief, a 
true picture of all the phases of life aboard 
an American warship during the greatest 
naval war in history. 

It is unfortunate ,that this book should 
appear so long after V-J day, when public 
interest is far more concerned with meth- 
ods of stopping inflation than with the 
methods used to stop the Japs. As an ex- 
planation of a particular phase of the war, 
the book lacks timeliness. As an over-all 
history, it lacks many details which cen- 
sorship kept secret and which future his- 
tories will certainly reveal. Nevertheless, 
this is a valuable addition to the books 
that relate the true course of the war.

In no field, perhaps, has publishing fn 
recent years made more significant ad- 
vances than in that of art history and 
analysis and in the effective reproduction 
of individual works. This volume is an 
excellent case in point. Here in convenient 
format is a complete introduction to the 
whole art of Persia. 

Photographs, in half-tone and full color, 
give the reader a broad and representative 
knowledge that years of visits to museums 
and private collections could scarcely. at- 
tain. The accompanying text provides a 
sufficient background for understanding 
the purposes and the tradition of an art 
in many ways foreign to our own. 

The volume, first in a series on Oriental 
art, will be of great value in school and 
college libraries, Books like this have an 
importance beyond esthetics.

No Mere Horse Trade. 


It indeed a necessity where 
collective bargaining involves great 
numbers of working men, stock- 
holders, and customers, Mr. Wil- 
son and Mr. Reuther might as 
well admit it, they are supposed 
to be bargaining. But let no one 
think that bargaining as they do 
it is like bargaining hs horse 
trade or over the sale ofa piece 
of real estate. In ordinary com- 
mercial bargaining the seller and 


the buyer make bids and offers 
one to the other. 


They do not buy newspaper ad- 
vertising space, run high power 
propaganda machines, to convince 
Tom, Dick, and Harry that the 
horse is a thoroughbred and not 
a spavined nag, or that the seller 
is a hold-up man and the buyer 
a greedy monster. 


But in large scale collective 
bargaining this is just what hap- 
pens. Mr. Wilson and Mr. Reuther 
do not bargain only with each 
other; they spend large sums of 
money, and no end of ingenuity, 
talking to Tom, Dick and Harry 
about the proposed deal.

How 
much turns on what happens in the next few days we shall be 
able to appreciate only in the perspective of history.

They Wear Faulty Lenses. 


The 
caricature—the bewhiskered radi- 
cal with the bomb—is so deeply 
ingrained that it is hard to get 
down to the reality. 

What, above all, characterizes 
the Communist left is the delusion 
of the perfectibility of Communist 
society. The Communists and their 
fellow-travelers believe human so- 
ciety is being rapidly perfected in 
the Soviet Union. : 

Even when they go to Russia, 
they fail to see the glaring and 
obvious human imperfections. To 
say that they wear rose-colored 
glasses is a childish understate- 
ment. They wear glasses fash- 
ioned in the mind, the lenses so 
defracted that whatever the eye 
falls on is immediately trans- 
formed into the image created in 
the mind’s desire. 


Caricature vs. Reality. 


They would reshape America in 
this same pattern of imagined 
perfectibility. They work in the 
labor movement, often tirelessly 
and earnestly, but always within 
their own frame of reference. 

These deluded people believe 
their opportunity will come in a 
“revolutionary situation,”  fore- 
shadowed, perhaps, by the triumph 
of Soviet

One explanation may be their 
own insecurity; their fear of los- 
ing what they have devoted their 
entire lives to putting together. 
They labor under the delusion that 
if we could only go back to that 


dream past, all would be well, 


There would be no unions, no 
challenge to their authority. All 
Americans would again be equal. 
Each man would dig and delve 
in search of his own fortune. 

These men, and women, join 
foolish societies with foolish 
names. They sometimes pass over 
into the hate fringe and give their 
money and time in support of hate 
campaigns that have as their ob- 
jective a form of Fascism which 
would push the country back- 
ward, removing all dissidents and

HOSPITAL SOUGHT 
BY COUNTY COURT 


Plan to Use Facilities for 
Tubercular Patients 
and Aged Put Before 
SPA. 


A request for the hospital struc- 
tures and kindred facilities of the 
abandoned Weldon Spring TNT 
plant for use as a St. Louis Coun- 
ty hospital for tubercular and 
chronically ill patients and aged 
persons has been sent to the Fed- 
eral Surplus Property Administra- 
tion by the County Court, 


The court, acting on the sug- 
gestion of Washington representa- 
tives of the United States Public 
Héalth Service, made its request 
without ascertaining whether the 
Weldon Spring establishment had 
been formally listed for disposal 
as surplus property. However, it 
was announced last Dec. 8 that 
the Army had declared the big 
plant and its extensive grounds 
surplus, 

No Funds Now Available. 

No declaration was made by the 
court, which is the county admin- 
istrative body, as to whether it 
desired to buy the hospital group 
or lease or make some other ar- 
rangement for the use of the 
ylace. The ordinary practice of 
the government has been to offer 
old war nts for sale. There are 
no fundsSin the county’s 1946 
budget available for either pur- 
chase or operation of additional 
hospital facilities, but a bill pend- 
ing in the Legislature would pro- 
vide for a new tax for operation. 

Presumably, if the hospital at 
Weldon Spring could be acquired 
only by purchase, the county 
would have to submit a bond issue 
to‘ the voters. There is no esti- 
mate now as to what the cost 
might be. 

Besides hospital structures at 
the TNT plant, the county is 
asking for the cafeteria, the ad- 
ministration building and a group 
of dormitories. The buildings are 
of frame construction, but Dr. 
Curtis Lohr, superintendent of 
County Hospital at Clayton, said 
he regarded them as permanent- 
ly usable. 

Dr. Lohr and Dr. Edward G. 
McGavran, County Health Com- 
missioner, joined members of the 
County Court in signing the Tetter 
to SPA. Dr. McGavran said the 
facilities could be made to ac 
commodate 300 to 500 beds, which 
would be adequate. The Health 
Department and County Hospital 
would supply professional er- 
sonnel for the proposed «ied 
lishment. o 

The bill pending in the Legisla- 
ture would allow levy of a spe- 
Cla] hospital and health tax, in- 
tended to raise about $400,000 a 
year in additional revenue for the 
county. Dr. Lohr gaid this would 
provide sufficient funds for op- 
eration. 

The Weldon Spring plant fs in 
St. Charles county, across the 
Missouri river from St. Louis 
county and about 22 milés north- 
west of Clayton. It is; entered 
from Daniel Boone Parkway, the 
new superhighway route of Unit- 
ed States 40. 

The county has been sending as 
many white tubercular patients to 
state hospitals at Mount Vernon 
and elsewhere ag these institu-

Retail ceilings for several other 
makes of automobiles 
have been announced. 

The increase for 1946 Plymouths 
is “around 1 per cent,” OPA 
said, plus $70 to $121 for engineer- 
ing improvements; for Dodge cars 
the increase is 3.5 per cent, with 
$59 to $68 for engineering im- 
provements; for De Soto cars the 
increase is 1.8 per cent, plus $59 
to $66; and for Chryslers the 
price is up “less than one-half of 
one per cent,” plus $90 to $104.

and to build up a powerful work- 
ing organization to support the 
agencies necessary to maintain 
peace. 

Serious Economic Problems. 


Bevin declared that the United 
Nations face not only political but 
also serious economic and social 
problems. 

“Social disorders -arising from 
the war and the failure to satisfy 
intellectual de- 


to still further troubles and seri- 
ous conflicts,” he warned the 
delegates. 

“The task which thus evolves 
the economic and social 
council is an urgent one, and has 
just as important a bearing on 
world security and peace as the 
other United Nations instrument 
to which T have referred.” 

He already had welcomed the 
proposed creation of a commission 
to control atomic energy and had 
praised plans for the work of the 
assembly and the security council. 

Bevin said that “in the struggle 
for security we must not forget 
that a great many difficulties have, 
arisen frém mal-distribution, bad 
economic conditions and social dis- 
order, and these have contribetted | 
to war and conflict.” / 

Bevin was the first speaker at 
the assembly meeting to disclose 
concrete steps by any nation to 
start placing mandated and con- 
quered enemy territories under the 
sovereignty of the U.N.O. 

Belgian officials said they would 
announce similar intentions for 
their two mandates, Ruanda and 
Urandi, in East Africa. Belgium’s 
position is expected to be stated in 
a declaration to be read Friday or 
Saturday by M. F. Van Langen- 
hove. Ruanda and Urandi were 
assigned to Belgium from German 
East Africa after the World War I.

400 BOMBS SET 
OFF IN GROVE KILL 
200,000 CROWS 


PRATT, Kan., Jan. 17 (AP).— 
Four hundred bombs placed in a 
catalpa grove 25 miles northwest 
of here killed an estimated 200,000 
crows last night. 

“It is the biggest bombing we've 
had so far,” said Lee Larabee of 
chairman of the State 
Game and Fish Commission. “The 
largest number we've killed 
a previous 
150,000.” 

The bombing crew, which has 
Staged four other bombings in cen- 
tral Kansas the last two months, 
was aided by a dozen farmers 
who volunteered to help in placing 
400 bombs in trees and wiring 
them to the main firing cable 
strung close to the ground. 

The bombings were designed to 
reduce the damage done by crows 
to grain crops. 

“Besides the damage they do to 
the farmers, crows follow the 
ducks up north and eat their eggs 
and young ducklings,” said Lara- 
bee. . 

The bombings will continue in 
central Kansas for another month 
and will be resumed in early

ITH the lifting of Government restrictions

THIS WAS not the only problem posed by the 
use of Indians, At the completion of the wagon- 
train scenes, the company was 85 miles north of 
where it started, leaving the Indians at least 
250 miles from their villages. Pay schedules again 
had to be re-arranged because the Navajos, even 
by pushing their horses hard, could make only 
about 10 miles a day across the desert, at which 
rate the trip would last a month. 

The director admitted that an “act of God” was 
responsible for what he thinks will prove the 
most spectacular scene of the picture. One morn- 
ing a violent wind and sand storm swept head- 
long into the wagon-train, stampeding the horses 
and completely disorganizing the caravan. Sens- 
ing the dramatic value of what was happening 
before his eyes, Farrow ordered his mobile cam- 
era crews to continue shooting. The gale lasted 
four hours, and the cameramen brought in foot- 
age so unusual that Farrow had the writers add 
a storm scene to the script so that the film could 


be used.

AKED potatoes bring cheer to 
B tne table any day of the year 

and this especially is true in 
cold weather. When other food is 
being baked and there is enough 
room for the potatoes, that’s the 
meal to have them. An oven 
heated anywhere between moder- 
ate and hot that is best suited to 
the particular food being baked 
will also suit the potatoes. By 
this we mean you can produce a 
well cooked potato whether the 
temperature is 350 degrees or 400 
degrees. And this is a most 
fortunate characteristic of the 
baking type of potato. But the 
cook needs to have one concern 
when baking potatoes with some 
companion food. She needs to 
figure pretty acurately when to 
put in the potatoes so they will 
be done when all the other foods 
are just right for serving, because 
a baked potato deteriorates quite 
rapidly after it is cooked to the 
proper state causing them to be 
soggy, sad affairs. 

An average sized potato, around 
ten ounces, baked at 350 degrees 
will be done in 60 to 70 minutes 
but if baked at 400 degrees it will 
require 40 to 50 minutes. A per- 
fectly baked potato is white and 
mealy when it is given a big 
squeeze and cracked open immedi- 
ately after it is removed from the 
hot oven, and once it is given 
this treatment it can’t be served 
too soon. Such potatoes are best 
served right in their own shells. 
There are many foods that can 
be served with them to make an 
elegant main dish. The creamed 
chipped beef recommended today 
serves as both meat and gravy, 
and when poured directly over the 
soft fluffy potato tumbling out of 
the skin, it makes a perfect com- 
bination. The frizzling of the beef 
before adding to the cream sauce 
is a most important step. It is 
the one step in the process that 
develops flavor and character in 
the beef. So don’t. slight this part 
of the job. ! 


Creamed Dried Beef on Baked 
7 Potatoes. 

One-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth pound dried beef, one cup 
finely diced celery, three table- 
spoons flour, two and one-half 
cups milk, one-sixteenth teaspoon 
black pepper, four large potatoes, 
baked. 

Melt butter in large skillet. Add 
beef cut in pieces and the celery, 
and saute for about seven min- 
utes or until beef has lightly 
browned. Sprinkle flour over beef 
mixture and stir until flour is 
mixed smoothly with the fat. Add 
the milk and pepper. Stir to keep 
smooth and cook over low heat 
until mixture boils and thickens, 
Serve hot over baked potatoes,

After poinsettias are through 
blossoming gradually decrease 
amount of water you have given 
it until it is quite dry.

Brown Stock 


Four pounds beef, meat and 
bone combined; 1 onion, sliced; 1 
large carrot, sliced; 3 tablespoons 
drippings, 3 quarts water, 2 tea- 
spoons salt, 1 bay leaf, 6 cloves, 6 
peppercorns, 2 sprigs parsley, 2 
stalks celery, sliced. 

The meat and bone should 
weigh approximately the same. 
Cut one-third of the meat and 
one-third of the onion and carrot 
small, and brown in the drippings. 
Meanwhile puf remaining meat 
and bones in ‘the stockpot. Add 
the water and let stand one to 
two hours. Add the browned meat 
and vegetables with seasonings, 
bring slowly to boiling point and 
skim thoroughly. Cover and sim- 
mer gently about five hours, Add 
remaining vegetables and _ sim- 
mer one hour longer. Strain, chill, 
then remove every particle of fat.

tions are a common focal in- 

fection. Contrary to the belief 
that all prostate gland infections 
are dependent on previous vene- 
real infections, the opposite condi- 
tion is present. The largest per- 
centage of prostate gland infec- 
tions are classified as non-venereal 
in origin. It is true that a cer- 
tain percentage of prostate gland 
infections follow venereal infec- 
tions. I would say that non-spe- 
cific prostate gland infections con- 
stitute the much larger propor- 
tions of cases seeking treatment. 
In the male the prostate gland is 
the chief offender in the recog- 
nized four foci of infection, 
namely: teeth, tonsils, sinuses, 
prostate gland. 

Local ag well as systemic symp- 
toms are present. In some cases 
local symptoms such as painful, 
frequent urination with backache 
and reflected pain about the geni- 
tal area, are present, while in 
others fever, arthritic joints, a 
general feeling of lassitude, etc., 
may be present. Local symptoms 
with no systemic reaction are 
present in some; in others syste- 
mic symptoms are present and no 
local reaction. In still other cases 
both local and systemic symptoms 
are manifest. 

In a general physical examina- 
tion by your physician the pros- 
tate gland is always palpated to 
note its consistency and to rule 
out infection by examining the 
prostatic fluid, which is expressed 
by massage, for abnormal pus 
formation. 

In this way the gland is ruled 
out as a potential focus of infec- 
tion. A peculiar but possible find- 
ing is infection without any ref- 
erence to the gland as far as symp- 
toms are concerned. I have seen 
neuritis and arthritis secondary to 
the prostate gland carrying infec- 
tion and still the patient have no 
local symptoms Suggesting pros- 


(tions are prostate gland infec- 


tate gland trouble. This same con- 
dition may be present in small 
buried tonsils and still no throat 
symptoms manifest. The causes of 
prostatitis (infection of the pros- 
tate gland) are numerous, Local 
abuse of the gland accounts for 
some while a distant focus of in- 
fection accounts for others. It 
therefore becomes apparent in 
treating prostate gland infections 
to remove any other focus about 
the body which secondarily re-in- 
fects the prostate, making treat- 
ment te the gland ineffective if 
this condition should be present.

LONDON. 

UITE frankly, the preliminary 

eriod in the UNO Assembly’s 

plenary sessions, during which 
@ succession of votes had to be 
taken, did not give a delegate 
like myself a sense of working 
very hard or making much of a 
contribution, since it meant just 
sitting and looking on and listen- 
ing. I think that, from now on, 
however, the subjects discussed 
will be of greater interest. Secre- 
tary Byrnes’ speech at the Mon- 
day afternoon session when debate 
began on the preparatory com- 
mission’s report, was very effec- 
tive. = reminded everyone that 
the work of peace had started dur- 
ing the war—that, when the days 
still looked dark, Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin had started 
to .plan for peace. He quoted 
President Truman’s phrase, “the 
responsibility of great states is to 
serve, and not to dominate, the 
world.” I think all of us here are 
very conscious of that. When we 
consider the veto power which the 
great states have, we know it is 
their responsibility not only to 
keep peace in the world_but also 
to watch over the wellbeing of 
other nations. 


Mr. Byrnes received long ap- 
plause and I think it was because 
he pledged the full, whole-hearted 
co-operation of the United States 
in the work which we are 
gathered here to do, 


. . * 


IV’'VE FOUND that all the United 
States delegates who have spoken 
so far have commanded attention 
and interest. I think it. is largely 
because they are accw@tomed to 
speaking to large audiences and 
speak clearly and easily. 


In the galleries, there certainly 
is great interest in the personal- 
ities of.the people on the floor. 
Those who have been up there 
tell me that everyone tries to find 
out about the various speakers, 
and they look for individual dele- 
gates about whom they have read. 
I think the proceedings are being 
followed with very great care, 


In reading the American news- 
papers that come here, I judge 
that a good deal of information on 
the assembly proceedings is avail- 
able to the people at home. I hope 
you take the same amount of in- 
terest which the people here are 
taking and which I hope the peo- 
ple of European and Asiatic coun- 
tries are taking. I think we shall 
see soon that this new effort at 
setting up a world organization is 
well on its way. But I hope we 
realize, too, that each step of the 


way is pioneering, and that only in 
the use of these tools which are 
being forged today can we find 
out their virtues and their defects, 
a Y e 

BEFORE GOING any further, 
I must tell you of one or two oc- 
currences which have added a 
gleam of amusement to life. On 
the telephone the other day, I was 
told that a Maj. Grant wanted to 
speak to me.

North’s jump raise was a shade 
light, but no other bid would 
have been much better. West led 
the heart king and queen, then, 
although East had not high-lowed 
(because he could not over-ruff 
dummy), persisted with a low 
heart. This was ruffed high in 
dummy; then declarer drew 
trumps, cashed the club ace and 
led toward the queen-ten of clubs. 
Hoping to force the king and thus 
provide a discarding spot for a 
diamond, declarer put in dummy’s 
ten, but East won and laid down 
the club king. Now a diamond 
loser was unavoidable, and the 
contract was hopeless. 


South should have given greater 
consideration to the information 
he had gained on the first three 
tricks. West had shown a five< 
card heart suit headed by ace 
king-queen, and yet had not over~ 
called one spade! This made it 
almost sure that West did not 
have the king of clubs, because 
with that card an overcall would 
have been irresistible, On this 
sound premise South should have 
drawn trumps, as he did, then 
ruffed away his last heart, and 
played three rounds of diamonds, 
It was not expecting too much 
that East would have to win the 
diamond trick, and he would be 
“endplayed.” He would either have 
to return a club from the king 
that was so strongly marked in 
his hand, thus letting South avoid 
a club loser, or a diamond, upon 
which South could discard his 
only club loser while he was ruf- 
fing in dummy. 


Even if West was the one to 
win the third diamond lead, he 
too would have to exit with a 
club, and now South could play 
the ten from dummy in the rea- 
sonable hope of forcing out the 
king.
